ANIMAL FARM 


Oswald was an Orwellian, which is the opposite of being a Communist. 

His favorite book was Animal Farm , and this presented a problem Ms. Davison 

solved by her own interpretation of the recollection of the undereducated and 

unsophisticated Marine, Nelson Delgado. In her version, required by her 

preconception, "Oswald had read the book literally and obviously missed 

Orwell's point. 11 (68) Yet one page later she uses the testimony of Thornley, 

who was not so naive and unsophisticated. In lucid testimony she ignores, 

Thornley described Oswald as fully comprehending what Orwell wrote and meant. 

Indeed, Thornley also testified that when he jokingly referred to Oswald as 
/uAs 

a Oswald had nothing more to do with him. Oswald's own writings - 

published by the Commission in the volumes Ms. Davison cites - are consistent 
with his clear understanding of Animal Farm . He called the Russians "fat, 
stinking politicians" and said that the American Communist Party was servile 


to Russia and had sold out American workers.
